— common assault. The policeman had seen Gilbert knock a man down 
In a side street. . . "He was not drunk," explained the officer, "he was 
just mad,'' 

"Have you any witnesses to call in your defence?" asked the stern 
Magistrate. There was a pause. The tad looked round bewildered. Then 
at the Magistrate appealingly. Another glance round the court . . . 
then his face brightened . . . 

"No, sir; only my mother." 

V^ith a faltering nod he Indicated a trim little woman In the court. 
There was nothing to mark her out from the rest In the pubnc seats, 
save her eyes. They glowed dully; be-gloomed wells in which were 
hidden unfathomable sorrow and pitiless grief; their only Illumination 
the flame of faith In her boy which burned gently, as unobstrusive as 
moonbeams. 

Her voice would have Ijeen clear if it had not trembled so embarrass- 
ingly. But those eyes . . . never for a moment did they leave the face 
of "Boy o'mine" in the dock. Even as. In pleading his cau8«, she lifted 
up the veil that' cloaked the sanctity of her secret sorrow from sacri. 
;egious gaze her lovc-lit eyes rested with divine tenderness on that pale 
face. 

"Four years ago my husband left me . . . destitute. And my boy 
has been my only comfort . . . Christmas wae desolate for us. No 
money, no home comforts and the landlady pressing tor the rent that 
was owing. Then I heard that niy husband had drawn a large sum of 

money. I pocketed my pride for my boy's sake and asked his father to 
lend me a trifle so that I could pay the rent and so save us from being 
put out on the streets. He refused . . and insulted me before the 
passersby . . ."

She did not seem to 
be In that mood at all. If anything, she sounded hard — the hardness that 
comes to being Inured to pain. Just as the laborer's hands are calloused 
with his tell and a blacksmith's arms are Impervious to the sparks. 

Then she resumed. Her voice was now tinged with defiance tinctured 
with pain: 

'* . . . When my boy heard him he knocked hia father down." 

After a slight pause, dramatic In Its Intensity and significance, the 
lad In the dock was Invited by the Magistrate to tell his tale. Somehow 
or another he appeared different. The hang-dog look of the prisoner 
had gone; its place taken by a manly dignity.

Children recently brought under The Army's influence in an Ontario Township 



Tire main purpose which The Army 
lias in view in its Young People's 
Work is tlie cvention of an organised 
force of cliildren wlio are tlieniselves 
definitely converted, and who will 
woi'k for the Salvation of other child- 
ren. 

This purpose is emphasized hy a feature of The Aniiy's children's work 
■,ihich is found in no other Or^janiaation — the holding of a quarterly Decision 
■lunciay, when the ordinary Company meeting is set aside and everv effort 
is concentrated on hringing the chddien to an immediate decision for Chiist 

Thus we see that just 
as the purpose of The 
Salvation Army with 
adults is the creation of 
an aggressive force of 
converted men and wo- 
men, who will suffer 
hardship, loss, and per- 
secution in a heroic ef- 
fort to compel men and 
women cvcrywliere to see 
the wickedness of their 
own hearts .'ind turn to 
tlic only living God and 
His Son Jesus Christ to 
find new life and purity, 
so is its purpose with the 
children. 

In the days of martyr- 
dom many were the little 
ones whose blood was 
shed for the faith of 
Christ, and to this day 
converted children of The 
Salvation Army bear the 
sneers and taunts and sometimes practical persecution of their school-mates 
whom they seek to win for Jesus while still in tlieii tender years. 

The work of The Army for the Salvation of the children really began in 
the home of its Founders. Even before her marriage Catherine Booth had 
strong views crvnceminp; the possibility, nay, the necessity of children becom- 
ing definitely converted. Her own conversion when a girl at school and the 
desire that at once t.,i./k jjossession of her to let other childi en know of the 
wonderful change that had taken place in her life, convinced hoi that very 
definite .service for Christ could be rendered by even young childien 

Then, in her own home, and among.st her own children, 
she saw the working out of many of the ideas she had form- 
ed in her earlier years. 

Deep was The Arn.y Mother's joy when, one by one, her 
children were won for christ. 

The Founder's Sage Counsel 

Perliaps The Army's standing- on this tjuestion could not 
be better expressed than in the following words, written by 
the Founder in his book, "The Training of Children," in the 
compilation of wliieh he had the valued co-operation of The 
Army Mother. Speaking to parents, the Pounder says:— 

"Set yourselves to .secure their Salvation. Make it the 
main purpose of your dealings with the children, keep it in 
view early and late. Sacrifice cvciything that seems to 
stand in your way. . . . Take the- children by the hand and 
lead thciii with you into the presence of God. Show them 
how to converse with Him 

"Do not be influenced by the notion held by some people 
that cliildren are not to pray until they are converted. Men 
and women and children too, arc to pray anywhei-e and 
everywhere, undei" all circumstances, if they want mercy or 
anything else at the hand.s of t!ie Lord. Tlierefore urge the 
children to confess their sins to God and ask for forgiveness, 

"Make them look into their hearts an<l lives. Help them 
to call up to memory wrong words and ways, and they will 
go on to remember also the wrong feelings and thoughts of which you have no 
knowledge, and as they look at their sins tlie Holy Spirit will help them to see 
how bad they are. Then they will hccuse and condemn themselves, and cry 
for mercy on their own account. Hold them to this. , . . and when they do so 
trust Hini. He will appear to them as their own Saviour, and they will go 
into the Kingdom with joy and thanksgiving." 

Thank God for the countless hosts of children, who, through The Army's 
Jiieetings for them have "entered into the Kingdom with joy and thanksgiving." 
Many of them arc to-day aggressive Salvationists, scattered in many different 
lancl.s; other.s have already passed to their Heavenly reward. All were saved 
from untold sin, sorrow, and suffering by finding the Saviour at an early age. 
It was the conversionand aggression of The Ai-my Founder's own children 
that really led to The Army's 
great work, for wliile the 
four elder ones were still be- 
tween ten an<l fifteen years 
of ago they began to invite 
their acnuuintance.'i and the 
children of their neighbors, to 
visit their school-room and 
hem from them the story of 
the Saviour's love. 

These small, unorganisetl 
I'nthfM'lngs convinced The 
Aiiiy Mother that it ^vould

ho possible to organi.^e and sustain a 
regular work for the Salvation of 
chihlrcn by means of the children 
themselves. .-^t once efforts were 
begun, variou.s experiments weip 
tried, and small Campaigns instituted, 
all with the object of securing the im- 
mediate Salvation of the children, and of organising and training the saved to 
woik for the Salvation of the unsaved. From the commencement of thi.s venture, 
success was assured. Interest was aroused, parents e.xpressed gratitude and 
an encouiaging work wa-, definitely et.tablished amongst and for the young. 

Some time after thi.-- 
a worker was appointed 
to interest hiuisolf in 
these children's efforts, 
anil to organise them 
thurouglily. A .small 
hall was placed at his 
disposal and meetings 
for children were helil 
regularly on Sundays, 
with smaller meetings 
for the instruction and 
cncoui'ugcment of the 
saved chihlren, on tw-o 
01- three niglits of the 
week. 

T h e neighborhood 
was a rough one, and 
the meetings, always 
crowded on Sundays, 
were more or less dis- 
orderly, sometimes even 
riotous. Nevertheless 
scores of ordinary boys 
and girls were definite- 
ly saved. Some of tVieni were badly ill-treated, and many suffered less severe- 
ly, but they stood true, and wielded a wonderful influence even on their 
persecutors. . .... . j.^. 

Always the "reatest infl-jences in these iiieetii'igs were the testimonies ol the 
bovs and "girls fliemselves. With much' halting of speech, and many break- 
downs, these young Soldiers of the Cross stood to their ground, and they pre- 
vailed. Out of that pandemonium centre in VVhitechapel .sprang the work that 
now goes nn wherever adult Salvationists uplift the name of Christ. 

Thus thcie came into being a children's Salvation Army, in some ways as 
powerful as its parent Organisation. To this day the Corps 
that develop their children's work on these lines are the 
Corps which accomplish the greatest victories. 

There has, of course, been a great development of method 
since those early days, but the spirit and purpose have re- 
mained the same, and the key methods themselves have 
remaiued. Thus saved children to-day are duly registered 
and enrolled as Junior Soldier^, and are cared for as such. 
They are encouraged to testify to what God has done for 
them; they are urged to win their brothers and sisters and 
ochool-fellowE and their parents, too, to Christ. 'Jnder the 
guidance of their leaders they often conduct their own open- 
air meetings. They hold tlieir own meetings for prayer, and 
more than one blessed awakening has begun in the children's 
praye)"-meetings, T'lie cider ones are given Junior Com- 
panies and are pressed to become Corps Cadets and train 
for future work in The Army. 

The Army's care for the children begins at birth, for in 
all but the smallest Corps there is appointed a Cradle Roll 
Sergeant, who.se duty it is to see to the placing on the 
Cradle Roll of the name of each child bom of Salvationists, 
adherents, or parents not definitely connected with any 
other organisation. Each .vear thereafter a card of greet- 
ing is sent to the little one on its birthday, and the Sergeant 
keeps in touch with the parents, until the child is old enough 
to be invited to the Primary Department, where evei-y Sun- 
day afternoon, e.specially prepared Company leaders take 
the initial steps in opening the children's hearts for the reception of the story 
of Jesus and His redeeming love: 

The "lesson" is given in story form, and is then worked out by the little 
ones themselves through some fomi of expression work, such as the sand-tray, 
card coloring, table play, plasticine, drawing, a^id stick-laying. 

The Age for Decbion 

At the age of eight the child is transferred to the Intermediate Section 
where provision is made for them up to the age of eleven. Many young ones 
are definitely converted before they reach the age of eight — the writer and 
hundreds of other Salvation Army Officers and Soldiers can testify to the new 
birth having taken place at, or before, that age — and a persistent effort is made 

in the Intermediate Section to 
accomplish the conversion of 
the remainder. 

At the age of eleven years ■ 
the children are (Irafted into 
the main section of tile 
Young People's work, which 
is riosignatod. not as the Tun- 
day school, but the Young 
People's Corps, and oertiiinly 
its organizatioii is largely 
parallel to that of the senior

The power and inSuence of the per- 
sonal Interview cannot be over esti- 
mated. The men open their hearts 
to the Offlcers aud olten thFoogl 
word in season It Ja posslbJe'to brjng 
about reconciliations. 

In the larger cities ol the Territory 
our Industrial Departments are in 
operation and here men, on release, 
are given tide-over joha for a couple 
of weeks, which enable them to start 
life again with more confidence, and 
further, which assist ifi removing 
the stigma of the prison. 

The following incidents serve to 
show how the combined InSuence ot 
the personal interview, the meetings, 
the little acts of kindness, etc., Is 
meeting with success, many ot the 
men leaving prison with the knowl- 
edge that the "Inner man" has been 
cleansed and renewed. 

C H was Interviewed sev- 

eral times while at the Jail Farm and 
also attended week-night and Sunday 
services as often as he could. He 
had charge ot the pump-house, and 
while alone, after attending a week- 
night meeting, a Voice seemed to 
urge him to pray. Although he had 
never learned to pray and had not 
been inside the House of God for over 
twenty-five years, be obeyed, and 
kneeling down about one and a bait 
hours beside the old soap bo:x he had 
been sitting upon, he found peace with 
God. 

The following Sunday, as Major and 
Mrs. McBlhiney were entering the 
Institution to conduct a service, the 
man, who was In a field, ran to tell 
them the good news; he had previous- 
ly told the Superintendent and 
UuurdH. The man was well-know?i In 



police circles as a notorious boot- 
legger and gambler. 

Mrs. McElhiney visited the home 
and found a deplorable state ot af- 
fairs: some ot the furniture had been 
sold tor rent, and assistance was 
needed. The wife could not remem- 
ber how long it was since she had 
been at church, and the three boys, 
ranging from fifteen to eighteen 
years, were growing up without any 
religious training. In a tew weeks 
application was made tor a parole 
permit for this man in order that he 
might support his family, and In due 
course this was granted. 

On his release the convert ^vaB 
supplied with work in our Industrial 
Department; his wages being turned 
over to help support his wife and 
home. On the night of his release, 
the man, together with his wife, at- 
tended a service conducted by the late 
Colonel Otway in the Temple In To- 
ronto and before the close they both 
knelt at the mercy-seat, publicly sig- 
nifying their determination to do 
right. 

To-day the regenerated man is rein- 
stated in society, has a well-tumished 
home, and Is taking his stand as a 
true Soldier of Jesus Christ. 

H K was in prison and un- 
able to help his wife and children. 
Supplies were sent to them by The 
.4rmy until the bread-winner was al- 
lowed out on permit, when a job •was 
secured tor him; the man sleeping at 
one of our Hostels until his permlt- 
linie expired. The kind treatment 
touched his heart and be started to 
attend The Army services; one night 
volunteering to the mercy-seat 

A marvellous change now took 
place and his testimony la that he 
has been able, to do more .f(jj;,.-lris' 
home and those in iL,<Ii>fiuB^'ie last 
few monthsasii*ffTias ever been 
able tjBB,de*1n all the years gone by.

his determination to live a Christian 
life. Although meeting with some op- 
position, he continued In his purpose. 
The Officer in charge ,of our Work 
there sent word to his wife and to 
the OfBcer in charge ot the work In 
the town where the wife was living 
of the change In the man's Hte, with 
the result that the wife started to 
attend The Army meetings and the 
qhildren were sent to the Company 
meetings, the Officer taking a spncial 
interest In them. 

A few months later this man was 
allowed out on permit and went back 
to his home town, under the super- 
vision of the kindly Chief ot Police, 
who told Major McElblney that It was 
seldom he had seen such a change In 
a man as had taken place In this con- 
vert. 

Our ex-prisoner was enrolled as a 
Soldier ot the local Corps and Is doing 
well In hlB dally life as a mechanic. 
He is now anxious to undertake some 
work along the lines ot Salvation 
Army Social operations, aa he la 
eager to reach and help such men as 
he was before his conversion. 

As in the. past. The Army has, dur- 
ing the year, co-operated with the 
Government in this service. TAaior 
McElhiney continues as the Assistant 
to Doctor Lavell, Chief Parole OHoer 
for the Province of Ontario, while 
Corps Officers in all parts have taken 
a lively Interest In the man or woman 
coming Into their district under 
parole. Little things in life count, 
and one cannot estimate the help 
such men and women receive from a 
handshake; a word of prayer and en- 
couragement; the visit to the home 
and family; and the consciousness 
that right In their home town is 
someone who cares whether they now 
make good or not. 

Mrs. Major McElhiney Is of great 
assistance in this work, and by her

ObBesssecl witli the idp.a tliat lie 
should be a railroader, William Lewi , 
left his home as a lad, hiked twenty 
uiileii to tile nearest lullvoad station 
and- landed at Miiose Jaw, Sask., with 
hlB bank-roll just about exhausted. 

But there his destiny was changed 
by a drum! Having jtist arrived he 
■was giving the town a cursory inspec- 
tion when a drum-beat and song 
smote his ear. It was The Army, and 
to the friendless lad, miles from his 
home, Its presence was a godsend. 

It needed little to In- 
duce him to follow tha 
procession tn the Hall, 
where he was an eager 
listener and observer oE 
all that ti'anspired. Ono 
viHit led to another, and 
very soon he became a 
regular figure. His in- 
terest grew but with it 
there grew also a ^ense 
of.sin-guilt — the natural 
outcome of cont act 
with godly people. Sleep- 
less nights followed up- 
on the heels of convic- 
tion, and William Lewie 
was for a time utterly 
miserable. Shortly after 
he surrendered to God 
and his unrest ceased. 

He had, tipon enter- 
ing railroad service, 
mlBrepresented liisagen 
being younger than he had stated. 
Ilatber than "live a lie" he sacrificed 
his cherished ambition and quit rail- 
roading. But instead of limiting his 
oppoi'ttmitiea, hlB wise choice opened 
up a hitherto unthought of and wider 
avenue of seivice. He carried his 
Salvation message to a railroaders' 
hotel where, in spite of the proprie- 
tor's threat of ejection, he had the 
supreme Joy of winning five men for 
Christ. 

Among the many good, bad, and 
indifferent characters with whom he 
became associated at this time was a 
railwayman who was overfond of his 
"glass." This poor fellowi, following 
a protracted carousal, prevailed tipon 
William to remain with hint one 
iii^Lt, pleading jliiiuaH us an excuse. 
Picture our comrade's dismay when 
symptoms of delirium tremens de- 
veloped! His night vigil was, how- 
ever, not in vain. The man demanded 
that he sing and pray, which Williajn 
gladly did. On his recovery the man 
began to frequent the meetings and 
later professed conversion. 

Four Field appointments , followed 
bis commissioning in Toronto at the 
age of eighteen. A spell as Divisional 
Collector was then Bueceeded by his 
appointment to the Men's Social De- 
partment, in which work he has been 
stationed at centres froui the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. These include 
Vancouver, Winnipeg, Toronto, 
Montreal, Saint Joliu, Halifax, and 
London, at which latter , place he is 
now In charge of the Men's Social 
operations. 

Mrs. Lewis, nee Captain Gilllngham, 
before marriage saw service on the 
Training Garrison Staff, and succeHs- 
tuUy commanded four Corps. Hp.r 
paronfa and brothers are highly re- 
spected Soldiers of St. Catharines 
Corps. Two children grace the homo 
of our comrades,

"You seemed very concerned about 
that fellow's bath. Commandant," we 
began as a feeler; "that's one of the 
hoBtel men, eh I" 

"Yes," explained the (Commandant 
who had snatched a few minutes from 
his duties of fathering the Men's 
Hostel in the centre of the city to 
minister to his material man. "that 
was one of my assistants phoning 
about a fellow — a colored man — who 
came to the Hostel last night, and 
appeared to be canyins more weight 



snow from their feet on the door- 
step. 

Soon there were only sis beds left, 
Ave, tour, three — zero. 

But Commandant Beecroft is not 
the man to put up the shutters when 
bed accommodation registers zero. 
Somewhat of a John Blunt he may 
be if he scents a waster — and some 
of the characters one meets in a 
decade of Social work make one wary 
and give one an intuition for detect- 
ing the genuine and the "bum"— but 
he has a hard job to shoot the bolts 
of tliat Hostel door when his seventy 
beds hold a man apiece and other 
shivering homeless humans are still 
knocking outside ,for entrance to 
warmth and shelter.

WHAT ft crowd! We cannot remember an occasion when the famous 
Temple was so tUoroughly gorged. The main auditorium waa cram- 
med at aeven o'clock; the gallery waa Jammed at seven-thirty; and 
from then on people were right thankful if they could find almost any aort of a 
nook where they might stand, ProlJaljly two hundred late-comers "stood It 
out" for two hours!— which speaks more forcefully of the intanee Interapt 
!u the meeting than any words v.'e might write. 

It waa a cordial, hot-hearted crowd, too. When the Commlsaioner entei- 
ed, accompanied by Mrs. Sowton, Brigadier Bernard Booth and hla Secretary, 
there followed an outburst of greeting that certainly must have made the 
visitors feel they had come among real friends. In fact, thq Brigadier ex- 
pressed himself aa being "quite overwhelmed" with the ovation, remarking 
at one time, "I tell you, yon have got to come to Canada to get a really warm 
reception ! " 

The congregation fairly lifted the opening song — "O Thou God of FuU 
Salvation." They "pulled out all stops" and aang with a zest that made 
pulhes thump. "O'er our Army, Bend a great Salvation flood," came the thun- 
dering chorus. These spirited singers would have Brigader Booth know that 
they are out to "do The Army, and do It the GeDeral's way." 

Mrs, Sowton and Colonel Morehen petitioned the Throne of Grace; after 
which the Dovercourt Songsters rendered "Conse- 
cration," and. In doing so. certainly proved their 
mettle. 

On hehalf ot the Territory the Commissioner 
extended to Brigadier Booth a warm welcome. As 
the Brigadier rose to respond he was met with 
salvos of shouts that must have been pent-up after 
long days of expectancy,- and what a bringing to- 
gether of hands! 

Then followed the period of "c'?ing-up" which 
Is Inevitable when audience and speaker meet for 
the first time. They noted him to ha well-built and 
quite tall: perhaps 5 ft. 10 In. His forehead, too, 
was "tall," and, ere he concluded speaking all were 
convinced that a "tall" mind was busily at work 
within. Eyes that searched and sparkled alter- 
nately, were set under prominent brows. Then 

there waa that smile! Canucks have a weakness for smilars, you know. So 
that when, every now and then, the serious, concerned countenanee 
vanished under the radiance of a smile— well, folks began to nudge one 
another and whisper, "I think we'll like him. What?" 

Then there was the Brigadier's manner and, matter in address. He had 
hardly uttered two sentences before we heard the comment, "Cool as a 
cucumber. Isn't ho?" Which statement, by the way, Is understandable 
colloqulallam for composure, and steadiness of nerve when under scrutiny. We 
Judge him to ho a man who would be calm and collected in the testing hour; 
one who would be unruffled by the disturbance of a drunkard in the back of 
the hall, or the squall of a baby. 

AnS aa to hla subject matter. On thla particular occaalon he dealt with 
the Holiness theme. His telling was simple, severely practical, very deliber- 
ate, and aided by rather quiet Intensity.

With anything lens than that victory — wall, I am afraid we 
should want a new Christ. Anything less would fail to satisfy our wonderful 
Eiarlour — yea, anything less than Full Salvation would tall to satisfy our own 
hearts!" 

Thus and thua did the Brigadier untold the glorious truths regarding 
the triumph of Calvary over carnality. For fully forty minutes the people 
were Intent upon his words. Many faces seemed agleam with understanding 
that Hpoke an "Amen" louder than could the tongue. Occasionally s vocal 
"Amen" and "Glory to God" fairly spilt the air, as a flery brother, standint; 
against the right wall, felt his soul deluged with blessing. Some eyelids 
dropped — qonvlctlon at sin has the habit of making folk abaalied. Other 
Jaws elenched — stuhhornness and self-will keep many from tasting the fruits 
of the Canaan experience. 

Then the prayer meeting — a hallowed hult-hour indeed. Captain Stanley 
Jackson, the Brigadier's aide de camp, took the relnc. The choice 
of choruses and times, his earnest manner and sincere ring, eontributed 
largely to making the prayer part a period of unusually sweet communion. 
Five seekers eame forward and sought satisfaction of soul at the seat of 
mercy, but tho figure G la a cold and inadequate summing up of the spir- 
itual results of that Friday night Holiness meeting. Of tha 119 seekers and 
r>T offers for Candldatoship on tho following Sunday, doubtiese some recelvkd 
Ml" Inrnptlve Insplratloa to dsolalon on this night. Wlio dare gatniay it? 
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By one hundred and seventy-six 
of Toronto's most promising young 
Saivatlonlats the flrat Sunday ot 
February, 1926, will be written 
down, in their memory diaries, In 
capital letters. By flfty-aeven of 
tbem It will be recorded as the 
dp.y when they gavQ their hand to 
the Great Captain and aald, "Lead 
on, Blessed MaateiJ" From this 
fine contingent of life-offerings for 
Offlcershlp will emerge The Army's 
leaders of to-morrow. By the 
one hundred and nineteen other 
members of this magnlflcent com- 
pany It will be Written down as 
a day when a glorious work was 
done in the soul 
life, when self sur- 
rendered the heart 
throne to the King 
of kings.

Seated among them are the Young People's

foreground Is the Cadets' Band which, under 
Staff-Captain Beer, rendered such useful 
service during the day, and the Cadets. 

What a cheery, high-aplrited crowd thay 
were!

FASCINATING ILLUSTRATED LECTURE 

DELIVERED IN 

CROWDED ODDFELLOWS' HALL, AT HAMILTON 

ONE hundred and twenty pictured minutes. Inspiring minutes. Instruc- 
tive -minutes- Interesting minutes. Some of them were glee-fllled 
minutes, when the young pebple laughed until they were In stitches. 
Some of them were hallowed minutes, when all hearts w-ere solemnised in 
the King's Presence. Some of them were minutes of revelation, as when we 
beheld what mighty things God can do with a child. Some of them were 
minutes of consecration and Arm resolve, as when we vowed to give our 
best for the helping of those dear little scraggly black and yellow children 
of heathendom. 

Yes, It was a lecture which, for many reasons, will long be remembered 
by the eight hundred Hamlltonlans who gathered In the I.O.O.P. Hall on the 
night of Monday, February 8th. And not only was there a manifest interest 
In tbe lecture, but also In the lecturer, himself. Brigadier Bernard Booth 
had never before stepped among Hamilton's ambitious people, and they 
were royally glad of the cbance to see the General's elder son, even If only 
but a glimpse or two of him as he stood In the shadows and spoke to them. 
The plade was agog with excitement long before the hour of starting, 
and a WAR CRY representative watched with Interest the ■struggle for the 
choicest seats.

We can safely affirm that every person who was privileged to be pre- 
sent, whether adult or youth, will remember some part of tbe lecture In days 
to come. Tbe pictures projected upon the screen dealt with so many phases 
ot child lite and work, that every one must have been particularly attracted 
by one part or another. There were scenes from the life of Christ, each pic- 
ture a silent but Impressive sermon — and these scenes were magnificent In 
their coloring. There were views ot Army Makers — the Pounder, The Army 
Mother, General and Mrs. Booth, and the Chief cf the. Stan, There were 
Scout pictures. Guard pictures; there were Sunbeams, Chums, Bands, Sand 
Tray Classes, Band of Love Classes, all showing The Army's circle of loving 
care for the protection of the yOang. 

No doubt some of the nippers will remember tbe moving shadowgraph ot 
a Scout hike, and have a vision ot a certain tng-of-war when about 'steen lads 
on the defeated side went kerflop! Others will remember the queer-looking 
chap on a bike who ran Into a squealing pig. Yes, this lecture had its humor 
as well as Its pathos. 

Who win forget that picture of the ebony-colored picanlnny so comfort- 
ably ensconced In the General's arms? Or of black Topsy squatted on a 
drum? Or ot tbe General's umbrella? Or the picture ol Commissioner Law- 
ley, as the audience united In singing one of bis favorite choruses — ^"He's 
mine"?

As the name would suggest, these 
young people ai'e instructed in indoor 
iind outdoor life-saving method.?, and 
in various forms of handicraft. 

Affiliated with the Guard and ticout 
movements are Sunbeam and Chum 
Brigades, which ar- joined by girls 
anti boys of fi'om eight to eleven 
years. Where Young People's Corps 
are sufficiently large to warrant it, 
and capable Salvationist instructors 
are available, Young People's Drass 
Bands and Singing Companies aro 
formed to lielp the Young People in 
their aggressive work for the Salva- 
tion of others.

CARE OF PRISONERS' 
DEPENDANTS 

More and more it Is 'borne In upon 
us tliat it is tlie dependants, ratber 
tban tbe man who has committed the 
wrang, who suffer. The wrong-doer 
is at least well cared tor, and In man; 
cases, benefits physically by his stay 
In the Institution, but this Is not the 
case with the poor wife and children. 
The bread-winner is taken away, tbe 
children are often too young to help 
support the home, and the mother la 
at her wit's end. 

It has been The Army's privilege to 
assist a great cumber of such families 
with baskets of food, and, when neces- 
sary, rent assistance has been given

Again, many prisoners are released 
to the care of The Salvation Army Offi- 
cer, who acts In the capacity of Pro- 
bation OiBcer. Free meals and beds 
are provided as a tide-over arrange- 
ment, or if the prisoner belongs 
to another town, transportation 
is arranged.

When prisoners are fined, they are 
placed in custody until the fine is 
paid, thus giving our Officer a chance 
of helping in a practical manner by 
getting In touch with the friends nnd
